Engineering Professor Awarded 
NSERC Scholarship

Engineering Professor, Dr. 
Akram Alfantazi has been awarded 
$496,000 from the National Sciences 
and Engineering Research Council 
(NSERC) to finance a joint research 
project with Dr, Uwe Erb of the Uni- 
versity of Toronto. The funding 
comes fr6m NSERC's Strategic 
Project Grants Council, which spon- 
sors research projects that are con- 
sidered to be of national importance 
and have potential significance in 
Canada. Dr. Alfantazi's research 
project will be conducted, in part, by 
Laurentian University's 

Hydromctallurgical ^nd 



Electorchemical Engineering Re- 
search Laboratory. 

His project is entitled 
"Nanostructured Co-Alloys: Envi- 
ronmentally Benign Replacement 
Coatings for Hexavalent Chro- 
mium." Its objective is to develop a 
cobalt-based substance to replace 
chromium coatings. Chromium coat- 
ings are widely used in industry, par- 
ticularly aerospace, and are valued 
for their hardness and resistance. 
However, they are hazardous to the 
environment, increasing the risk of 
lung and nose cancers in workers at 
chromium-plating shops and waste- 
treatment facilities. Dr, Alfantazi 
aims to develop a more environmen- 
tally safe material, which will pro- 




duce virtually no emissions. His find- 
ings need to be convincing as cobalt 
is more expensive than chromium. 



Several industries have 
shown support for the project, in- 
creasing the available funding.

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Falconbridge Ltd, Integran Technolo- 
gies Inc., Messier-Dowty Inc., and 
Babcock & Wilcox have lent finan- 
cial support. Other contributors in- 
clude both the Canada Foundation for 
Innovation and the Ontario Innova- 
tion Trust (each pledging $50,000). 
Total funding for the research project 
is now $676,000. 

Dr. Alfantazi recognizes the 
research potential the project will 
generate on campus. He is a 
Laurentian alumnus who pursued 
post-graduate studies at Queens and 
the University of British Columbia 
and is aware of the benefits of such a 
project holds for scientific research 
at Laurentian. He notes that the 
project will involve the participation 
of some graduate students and give 
exposure to many undergraduates. 
He is convinced that the experience 
will "broaden research topics". Dr. 
Alfantazi further expresses a need to 
see more research opportunities 
available at Laurentian. 

University President, Dr. Jean 
Waiters, praised Dr. Alfantazi *s work. 
"Laurentian is proud of the success 
of Dr. Alfantazi, one of our bright 
young professors," he declared, "This 
research project fits into the Univer- 
sity's overall strategy to promote 
technology transfer which contrib- 
utes to the economic viability of 
Sudbury and Northern Ontario and 
assists the mining sector in its devel- 
opment."

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Leo Gerard to Deliver Community 
Lecture at Laurentian University 



The Laurentian University 
Labour and Trade Union Studies pro- 
gram, in partnership with the Global 
Ambassador Partnership Program 
(GAPP), the United Steelworkers of 
America (USWA) Local 6500, and 
the Sudbury and District Labour 
Council, announced that Leo Gerard, 
international president of the USWA, 
will deliver a community lecture en- 
titled "Organized Labour in the Glo- 
bal Economy." The lecture will take 
place on Wednesday, March 21, at 
7:30 pm, at Laurentian University's 
Fraser Auditorium. The lecture is 
open to the public and admission is 
free. 

"This event is an opportunity 
to address the diversifying role of 
organized labour in today's economic 
environment," comments event or- 
ganizer, Dr. Mercedes Steedman, so- 



ciology and labour studies professor 
at Laurentian University. "At a time 
when labour issues have generated 
front page headlines, Mr. Gerard's 
lecture is an opportunity for students 
and the Sudbury community to hear 
first-hand from one of the leading fig- 
ures in the international labour 
scene." 

Mr. Gerard, who holds an 
honourary doctorate from Laurentian 
University, and is a member of 
Sudbury's Global Ambassador team, 
was recently appointed International 
President of the 700,000-member 
United Steelworkers of America. A 
Sudbury native, Mr. Gerard began his 
career at Inco's Copper Cliff Smelter 
and soon rose to Chief Steward of the 
reduction section of Local 6500. He 
then held the post of District 6 Di- 
rector during the 1980s and from 



1991-1994 was the National Direc- 
tor for Canada. He has served as the 
union's International Secretary since 
1994. Mr. Gerard is only the second 
Canadian to head the International 
Steelworkers. 

"The whole community is 
proud of Mr. Gerard's accomplish- 
ments," commented Shawn Poland, 
project manager of the Global Am- 
bassador Partnership Program. "He 
has been an active ambassador and 
tremendous resource for the City of 
Greater Sudbury, and we are pleased 
to showcase his experience."

University Students off to the House of 
Commons in Ottawa 



Laurentian University's Po- 
litical Science Association is off to 
the House of Commons, in Ottawa, 
to stage its 9th Annual Model Parlia- 
ment on TUesday, March 6. This is 
the third time that Laurentian stu- 
dents will be granted the honour of 
holding their Model Parliament in the 
actual House of Commons. Some 65 
Political Science students will engage 
in debate in the House of Commons 
Chamber all day. They will be 
greeted by Deputy Prime Minister 
Herb Gray, through the assistance of 
the office of Diane Marleau, Mem- 
ber of Parliament for Sudbury. 

Party representation was de- 
termined according to participating 
students' party preferences. The Lib- 
eral Party will form a minority gov- 
ernment, with the New Democratic 
Party forming the Official Opposi- 



tion. The Progressive Conservative 
Party, the Canadian Alliance and the 
Bloc Quebecois are also represented. 
One of the precedents of this year's 
Model Parliament is that a woman, 
Celine Henry, will be Prime Minis- 
ter. Another first this year will be the 
provision of a "sign translator" for a 
student MP who is hearing-impaired. 
While in session, the Liberal 
government will present a Budget as 
well as two bills. The first one will 
amend the Young Offenders Act, and 
the other one will adopt the Ameri- 
can Dollar as the Canadian currency. 
The New Democrats, under the lead- 
ership of Robert Porter, will have a 
bill to introduce Proportional Repre- 
sentation and to restrict third-party 
advertising during election cam- 
paigns. The Progressive Conserva- 
tives will present a bill that will seek 



to create a government agency to 
monitor computer fraud, while the 
Alliance will introduce a bill giving 
assistance to farmers. There will also 
be a Question Period and time for 
backbenchers to make Members' 
Statements. 

The day will end with an 
awards banquet at the National Press 
Club. The objective of the Model 
Parliament is to help students learn 
how the House of Commons oper- 
ates. While students model their ac- 
tivities on the real politicians, they 
actually aim for higher level of per- 
formance. The Model Parliament is 
organized by the LU Political Science 
Association, under president Ali 
Yassine, while Dr. Rand Dyck, pro- 
fessor of Political Science, is the fac- 
ulty adviser. 



Laurentian's Centre for Rural and 

Northern Health Research Takes Part 

in Massive Survey 



The Centre for Rural and 
Northern Health Research 
(CRaNHR) at Laurentian University 
is conducting a nation-wide survey 
of 28,000 doctors. Commissioned by 
the College of Family Physicians of 
Canada (CFPC), the 2001 National 
Family Physician Survey (NFPS), to 
be carried out over the next three 
months, is part of a national initia- 
tive to address health care and patient 
access in Canada. Also involved with 
CRaNHR in this initiative are the 
Canadian Medical Association, the 
Royal College of Physicians and Sur- 
geons of Canada, la Federation des 
mSdecins omnipraticiens du Quebec, 
the Canadian Institute of Health In- 
formation, and Health Canada. This 
project, which will collect data from 
every family physician and general 
practitioner in the country, is the larg- 



est survey of family doctors ever 
done in Canada. 

Past decisions regarding phy- 
sician workforce planning have been 
made without complete or accurate 
information and this has led to criti- 
cal problems in the system, such as 
shortages and misallocation of doc- 
tors. This national survey will attempt 
to provide detailed and reliable in- 
formation on family doctors and how 
they practise. 

"Health care planners and de- 
cision-makers have tended to look at 
physician-population ratios in deter- 
mining how many family doctors are 
needed," explains Dr. Raymond 
Pong, Research Director at 
Laurentian University's Centre for 
Rural and Northern Health Research. 
"But this does not account for differ- 
ent patterns of practice amongst fam- 



ily physicians and what they do. We 
expect that the survey results will 
help to plan a system that truly meets 
the needs of all Canadians." 

In 1997, the CFPC conducted 
a random sample survey of 5,000 
family doctors. It found that doctor 
shortages were being reported in 
communities across Canada. It also 
revealed that 28% of existing family 
doctors were considering making sig- 
nificant changes to their practice over 
the next two years, including relocat- 
ing their practice, retirement, giving 
up active practice, or leaving Canada. 

The 2001 survey will focus on 
rural and urban practices; the work- 
loads of family doctors and the serv- 
ices they provide; involvement in 
hospital work, palliative care, obstet- 
rics, and emergency care; career sat- 
isfaction; and future career plans.

Laurentian University Hosts March Break 
Program 

On Monday, March 12 and Friday, March 16, Laurentian Uni* 
versity will host its annual March Break Programs. Secondary school 
students interested in learning more about Laurentian are welcome to 
come for campus and residence tours, meet with Liaison staff, and talk 
to professors in their areas of interest. The March 12 session will be 
held in English, while the one presented on March 1 6 will be in French. 

This event will enable secondary school students from all parts 
of Ontario to gain valuable information about Laurentian University. 
During this day of information, which will run from 10 am to 4 pm, 
Laurentian representatives will offer survival tips for parents and stu- 
dents. There will also be an info fair on student services, mini-lectures, 
transition panels, visits to academic departments, campus and residence 
tours^ and free lunch. Campus tours and information will also be avail- 
able through Liaison Services during the March Break (March 1 3-16). 

As explained by Dr. Jean Watters, President of Laurentian Uni- 
versity, "The March Break program will enable students, who are con- 
sidering our University, to obtain as much information as possible about 
Laurentian. Our goal is to address their concerns, provide them with 
information on our many programs and services, and convince diem 
that Laurentian is the best possible choice." 

Last year, about 300 OAC students and guests, mainly from out- 
side the Sudbury area, took part in Laurentian's March Break program. 
The value of this activity is reflected in the fact that 70% of participat- 
ing students register at Laurentian University in September 2000.

Referendum Question 



The University currently charges a $37.50 fee to all students who apply to 
graduate. Students have expressed frustration with this additional cost at 
the end of their studies. 

For this reason, the Ancillary Fee Committee recommends that the gradu- 
ation fee of $37.50 (tax included) be replaced by an annual compulsory 
ancillary fee, payable at the time of registration, of $9 for full-time stu- 
dents and pro-rated on a per-course basis for part time students ($1 .80 for 
a six credit course). This fee would now be tax deductable and GST 
exempt.

Hey! Have you seen the new glossy 
cover of LU Magazine? The photo of the guy 
taking a photo of you? Look closely at the 
name tag. If you spend any time at all in the 
LU Geography Department, you know who 
that is. There's no way you can miss meeting 
Leo Larivi&re, our tech support. 

That's because the interaction among 
students and faculty and staff in Geography is 
unique. The Department is "more like a de- 
partmental network between students and ad- 
ministration, working together to create last- 
ing bonds," according to Holly Heale, Geog- 
raphy club president. 

Helen Lacko, departmental secretary, 
agrees. "Our department chair believes in an 
open door policy. From 10 a.m. daily, the 
department is open. Any student is welcome 
to drop in for help and advice. An academic 
advisor is always available. If the jobs (fac- 
ulty and staff) are here and exist because of 
the students, then we have to keep them in 
mind first and foremost. I give as much as I 
can to the students and I do the best I can." 

Those are not empty words. Helen is 
a prime example of the kind of help you're 
going to find in the Geography Department. 
A qualified teacher, Helen now uses her skills 
to reach out to the students in many different 
ways. "Students enjoy a small department 
because there's someone they can reach out 
and contact if there's a problem." 

Geography students are drawn from a 
"mish-mash" of university fields: earth sci- 
ences, biology, history, Outdoor Adventure 
Leadership and more. That's one of the rea- 
sons Helen plans get-togethers like the Feb- 
ruary 1 4th pizza day, so students can share a 
few moments in each other's company, relax- 
ing and communicating with one another. 
Socializing occasions like this one reduce the 
stress. 

Beside providing a listening ear for stu- 
dent woes, Helen provides an alternate source 
of assistance in finding the all-important JOB. 
She keeps track of job postings, websites, 
overseas chance, TESL (Teaching English as 



a Second Language) openings, available 
awards and bursaries for geography students. 

Look again at the glossy photo spread. 
Notice how many were taken at the Geogra- 
phy reunion? Leo took the photos, but Helen 
planned the alumni wine and cheese reception. 
Fifty-one people signed up to attend - an im- 
pressive number! 4 Tm impressed by the peo- 
ple who came from out of town," says Helen. 
Her personal contact is the factor determining 
how many will come; she gets a bigger re- 
sponse from a phone call than from a mailed 
invitation. 

Helen is responsible, too, for the "Wall 
of Fame" highlighting the successes of Geog- 
raphy grads. Look for it in the hallway near 
L324. It's there to motivate present students 
and show them the kinds of jobs that are avail- 
able to geography students. Nearby are pho- 
tos of past winners of the annual MacLean 
Scholarship for 4th year students. Four or five 
students annually receive a $1000 scholarship, 
along with their own work room and TA 
(Teaching Assistant) position. Twice a year (at 
Christmas and end of the winter session), 
award winners present their thesis or directed 
study to their fellow geography students. 

Only a few more months left and soon 
all of you graduating students will have your 
degrees. But do you have a job? If you are 
still looking, take a look at the following web 
sites: Monster.ca, The Outdoor JobNet 
(www.outdoornetwork.com), and Environ- 
mental Career Opportunities 
(www.ecojobs.com) In Geography club presi- 
dent, Holly Heale 's experience, these are some 
of the best websites for results. She also points 
out that graduating students need to see their 
department chair to make sure they are in good 
standing to graduate. Some of her marks were 
once temporarily lost in a transfer of compu- 
ter services, so she knows whereof she speaks. 

And if you're not graduating yet, think 
about joining the Geography Club. At the mo- 
ment the club consists totally of 4th year stu- 
dents who will be graduating and moving on. 
If the club is to continue it needs an infusion 
of new blood. (And club participation looks 
good on your resume!)

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Fetishes 



Considering the means to which people go through to express 
themselves to the outside world by how they dress, style their hair, or 
what music they listen to, it was pretty clear that eventually the day 
will come where they would be doing so in the bedroom.

In theory, 
it's be safer to have sex with some- 
one who has had say two partners, 
with whom they had long, monoga- 
mous relationships with, and with 
whom their partners have only had a 
few themselves. 

Second, keep the sex safe. 
Even if you know it would be safe to 
have unprotected sex, you still risk 
the odds of pregnancy. Sperm can 
be just as condemning as a STD, keep 
that in mind. Also, using more than 
one form of protection is the best 
course of action. No form, save for 
perhaps surgery, is one hundred per- 
cent effective. And well, abstinence 
is, but how fun is that? Either way, 
by combining different types you can 
increase the percentage, decreasing 
the risk of pregnancy and disease. 

The most common forms of 
primary protection for the female 
have become via oral contraception, 
or injections. There exists a multi- 
tude of different forms of birth con- 
trol out there, but these two seem to 
be the simplest and most used. The 
pill is great for women with a good 
memory, and rather reliable provided 
they remember to pop it every night. 




Not only will it provide them with 
an assigned date for their period, but 
also releases estrogen and progestin, 
which causes the body to not go 
through ovulation, so that the risk of 
it happening decreases. The injec- 
tions, which are called Depo-Provera, 
work on the same principle, but in- 
stead of nightly doses it consists of 
one quick, easy injection via a nee- 
dle every six months of the hormone 
progestin. Both are, as stated before, 
reliable, but not one hundred percent 
effective. The Depo-Provera is 
99.7% effective and costs approxi- 
mately $35 per injection, where the 
pill is 97-99.9% effective, and costs 
between $18-21 per cycle (month). 

Other female options consist 
of the cervical cap, which is inserted 
into the vagina and covers the cer- 
vix, allow sperm to not pass through 
into the uterus. Effectiveness of this 
is rather low, ranging from 60-94%, 
and the prices are high, ranging from 
$50- 1 50. Another is the female con- 
dom, which is rather similar to its 
male counterpart, and is inserted to 
cover the insides of the vagina. Like 
the cap, its effectiveness is lower (79- 
95%), but its cost is lower as well 
(approx. $2.50 each). And like with 
normal condoms, it should be dis- 
carded after each use for a new one. 

There are also implantation 
methods, consisting of IUP, and 
Norplant. Intrauterine Device (IUD) 
is a plastic t-shaped item that is 
coated in either progestin or copper 
and is inserted into the uterus, where 
it is left and can last for years to 
come. Its effectiveness is higher, at 



around 98-99.9%, but it's cost is as 
well, ranging from $150-200. 
Norplant however is a small stick 
which is inserted under the skin of 
the upper arm. Like IUP, they last 
for many years, and are highly effec- 
tive (99.95%), but are also the most 
costly of choices ($500-700). 

This is where the male's part 
comes into play. The most common 
form of protection here is, without a 
doubt, condoms. With the variety in 
the different brands and styles out 
there, with styles that range from 
studded to vibra-ribbed to extra-sen- 
sitive, it doesn't mean that wearing 
one has to ruin the experience. Their 
efficiency is 86-97%, and their cost 
is mere pennies, ranging from $0.30- 
1.00 each. 

Many men complain that it 
desensitizes the sensation of sex 
when wearing one. True enough it 
can, but look on the bright side, it will 
last longer this way, no? However 
with some people condoms can cause 
irritation, which leads to discomfort. 
To alleviate this from happening the 
use of lubricants are suggested. If 
you're going to use a condom, then 
you should nonetheless be using a 
spermicide. This serves as an extra 
layer so that if the condom does break 
then there is at least that extra bar- 
rier to decrease the risk of them slip- 
ping through. And if there is an al- 
lergy to latex, there are also sheep 
skin condoms on the market, but 
some reports state that these, though 
effective in protecting against preg- 
nancy, may not always protect 
against STDs.

Being in University does not mean that it is time to engage in 
sex. Maybe you just don't want to, and it could be for many reasons 
such as moral, cultural, and/or religious convictions. Maybe you 
just don't feel comfortable enough with your partner, or you and 
your partner can't even talk about the consequence of sex with each 
other, and therefore should not engage in intercourse. What happens 
if pregnancy or a disease is transmitted through that intercourse? 
Can you even discuss ways to prevent these situations? Intercourse 
is not a must, even though everything around us portrays it as the 
ultimate experience. 

There are benefits of keeping intercourse out of the relation- 
ship, such as being able to enjoy each other's company without wor- 
rying if the birth control worked last night. Also, you have better 
occasion to get to know your partner on a more personal, emotional 
level and establish a solid foundation where the two of you feel se- 
cure with one another. Abstinence does not assume that you should 
avoid sexual pleasure at all cost. 

Outercourse is sex play without the penetration of a penis 
into a vagina or an anus. It allows a couple to be sexual, more inti- 
mate, and even orgasmic with one another without having sexual 
intercourse. It involves some discipline, and both of you should be 
committed to this method. 

So you may ask yourself what is there to do if you two don't 
have intercourse. Some outercourse pleasuring possibilities include 
holding hands, hugging, kissing, erotic fantasy, petting above and 
below the waist. It can also evolve into sex play. 

Masturbation of each other's genitals, or your partner watch- 
ing you masturbate is always an option. It can be done by touching, 
stroking, rubbing, kissing of each other's genitals. This can be done 
until orgasm is reached for one or both partners. Mutual masturba- 
tion can provide a satisfying and pleasurable form of sexual inti- 
macy and release. 

Another option is erotic massage to arouse one another. Eve- 
ryone has erogenous zones other than the genitals. The mouth, ears, 
buttocks, palms of hand, fingers, abdomen, inner thighs, and soles 
of feet are some examples. These can be stimulated with hands, 
bodies or mouth. 

Sex toys like dildos and vibrators can be used for mutual sexual 
pleasuring. Some other outercourse possibilities are showering or 
bathing together, phone sex, or even a strip-tease or dry sex (a.k.a., 
dry humping or frottage). 

Don't forget, oral sex can spread some infections, so be pro- 
tected with condoms or dental dams. Also if you have direct genital 
contact, be aware that sperm can swim up into the vagina even if the 
semen only gets on the vulva. 

Outercourse is useful for people who are not ready to have 
sex, or another option to spice up the relationship. It can come in 
handy if you or your partner has a sore or infection, or if you are in 
the mood but you don't have a condom or other form of birth control 
present, or even when the woman is menstruating. But one of the 
best reasons is to learn about each other's body, leam each other's 
likes and dislikes because just humping can get old very fast.

What an astounding movie! 
Network stars some of the greatest 
actors ever to grace the silver screen, 
and it has an ingenious screenplay, 
for good measure. As a child of the 
80's, and a movie fan of the 90 's, Net- 
work only became known to me in 
recent years, somewhat ironic, as the 
movie deals with the very fabric of 
values that I've absorbed as a child. 
I first got wind of Network in Steven 
Soderbergh's acclaimed Out of Sight, 
and then again in P. T. Anderson's 
video journal on the special edition 
DVD of Magnolia. Anderson hailed 
the movie as one of the top-five best 
screenplays ever. I agree. 

The story is as unusual as it is 
compelling; much like P. T. 
Anderson's elaborate Magnolia, Net- 
work moves at a breakneck pace and 
never tails to surprise the audience 
with bizarre plot twists and 
marvelous characters. The film is 
narrated — an interesting idea, and 
one that helps outline the strange tone 
of the film, keeping the audience 
aware of the events of the film. Pe- 
ter Finch plays Howard Beale, an old 
media icon who has passed his prime 
and is soon to be fired from UBS by 
his best friend, Max Schumacher, 
played by William Holden. During 
his final week of airtime, he an- 
nounces that he will commit public 
suicide because he has nothing left 
in life, now that he's being fired. The 
UBS insists that he no longer con- 
trols a majority of the shares, nor does 
he have a good rating. He goes on 
the air and surprises the staff of UBS 
and the world, saying that he doesn't 
have anything more to offer: he's 
simply run out of bullshit. 

From this point on, Network 
spirals out of control, engaging the 
audience with highly ethical ques- 
tions, like, "How much information 
does the TV control?" and, "Is my 
lifestyle determined by popular cul- 
ture?" Only you can answer these 
questions for yourself, but the film 
ultimately claims that the television 
industry is corrupt, and guilty of in- 
numerable crimes — one of which is 




transforming the human race into a 
race of "humanoids," meaning 
drones programmed by the TV. 

In one chilling scene, we see 
a haunted Howard Beale talking to 
himself while he is in bed. I couldn't 
really understand the one-sided con- 
versation, but it seemed as if he was 
receiving some strange message to 
deliver a code of ethics to the world. 
He goes on the air the next day and 
starts preaching "I'm mad as Hell, 
and I'm not going to take it any 
more!" He tells his millions of view- 
ers to stick their heads out the win- 
dows and yell the very same thing. 
Millions of viewers respond to him 
and obey — proof that people do re- 
spond to popular culture television. 
He's clearly mad, and the network 
takes advantage of his prophetic rav- 
ing to gain a ratings increase. 

Network is very relevant to 
our time; in fact, I think the movie is 
light-years ahead of its time, 1976. 
We often hear about children taking 
up firearms against their fellow peers 
in our classrooms. We witness count- 
less atrocities on "reality based" tel- 
evision programming. How much 
more violence can we take? How 
much more assimilation can we en- 
dure? Network makes it clear that 
we define ourselves by the television. 
We buy what the TV tells us to buy; 
we act like the people we see on TV. 
We want to look like the people on 



TV, and we believe what the people 
on TV say. We spend so much time 
in front of the TV that we're no 
longer in touch with reality. 

The move is a veritable treas- 
ure trove of superb dialogue. I'm 
amazed that I'd never heard of this 
movie prior to 1998. In a magnifi- 
cent scene, Max tells Diana 
Christen sen (Faye Dunaway) that he 
can't continue his relationship with 
her. He says, "It's too late, Diana. 
There's nothing left in you that I can 
live with. You're one of Howard's hu- 
manoids. If I stay with you, 1*11 be 
destroyed. Like Howard Beale was 
destroyed. Like Loreena Hobbs was 
destroyed. Like everything that you 
and the institution of television touch 
are destroyed. You're television in- 
carnate, Diana — indifferent to suf- 
fering, insensitive to joy." This is just 
one of many gems to be pulled from 
Network. The characters are so well 
versed in their occupations that their 
diction seems almost surrealistic. 

The discerning film aficio- 
nado must see this movie. For those 
who have questions about the moral- 
ity of television, this is the film to 
see. It's tough to find it in Sudbury — 
I had to order it from a supplier on 
the Internet. But do yourself the 
favor and look for it. Network runs 
the thin red line between insanity and 
lucidity, where life imitates art, and

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Steven King's On Writing

Trying to find a decent book 
on improving your writing abilities 
and working on stories is like trying 
to find a funny TV show by chang- 
ing the channel to the WB Network; 
it's practically impossible. Either the 
book is too preachy, telling you what 
you have to do to be successful, or 
it's too vague, generalizing so as not 
to step on anyone's toes. However, 
when a prolific a writer as Steven 
King publishes a book called On 
Writing, you can't help but sit up and 
take notice. After all, someone who's 
put out dozens upon dozens of books, 
spun off countless films and has be- 
come one of the world's most easily 
recognizable authors must know 
SOMETHING about the craft, right? 

Turns out that the guy has 
quite a lot to say about what he's been 
doing for decades, and all the better 
for us. Actually, the entire first third 
of his 300 page book acts as a minor 
biography, describing the various 
events that have shaped and moulded 
his perspective, eventually affecting 
who he is as a writer. From various 
"ingenious" pranks that he and his 
brother pulled as children to his strug- 
gle with alcohol and drug abuse, to 
his ultimate success as a world-fa- 
mous writer, King covers all of the 
bases, tracing his path with surpris- 
ing frankness and biting honesty. It's 
hardly necessary to read this section 
to better yourself or your skills, but 
it's certainly interesting to see how a 
household name like Steven King got 
to where he is today. 

The rest of On Writing is 
dedicated to describing the craft it- 
self, detailing the various elements 
that make up a would-be success. 
First, he goes about describing the 
aspects that you'll need to be fully 



aware of as you make your way 
through the compositional jungle. 
Stuff like vocabulary, grammar and 
style are all touched upon as he care- 
fully outlines the importance of each 
one, and, amazingly enough, he does 
so in layman's terms, which is a re- 
freshing change from the verbal pos- 
turing that you'll find in the major- 
ity of similar books. Using plenty 
of plainly spoken examples, he car- 
ries you through the basics before 
laying into the cold, hard reality of 
writing - and he's not afraid to put 
up such "well-loved" books as the 
Bridges of Madison County as ex- 
ample of bad writing, either. 

The real meat- and -potatoes 
of the book, however, is dedicated 
to the hardcore staples of composi- 
tion: stuff like description, dialogue, 
theme, and revision are tackled in 
considerable detail. He delves con- 
stantly into examples, accompanying 
his honestly presented points with 
quotes from some of his past work, 
which not only gives you a glimpse 
into his working mindframe, but also 
teaches you volumes as well. This 
isn't to say that he's not going to toss 
stuff at you that you haven't seen 
before; like most every author out 
there, he first hammers home that "if 
you want to be a writer, you must do 
two things above all others: read a 
lot and write a lot. There's no way 
around these two things that I'm 
aware of, no shortcut," He states that 
he writes each and every single day, 
including holidays and birthdays, and 
that any aspiring writer should prob- 
ably do the same. 

In the end, what's truly 
great about the book is its hard-line, 
no-holds-barred honesty. While most 
authors are more than happy to as- 
sure that "anyone can learn to write," 
King comes right out and says "no 
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matter how much I want to encour- 
age the man or woman trying for the 
first time to write seriously, I can't 
lie and say there are no bad writers. 
Sorry, but there are lots of bad writ- 



ers." While 
he softens a 
little and says 
that "with lots 
of hard work, 
dedication, 
and timely 
help", you 
can "make a 
good writer 
out of a 
merely com- 
petent one," 
he mainly 
sticks to his 
guns, stating that "it is impossible to 
make a competent writer out of a bad 
writer and ... it is equally impossi- 
ble to make a great writer out of a 



good one." 

Sure, it can occasionally be 
rough on the nerves and tough to 
swallow, but ultimately, Steven 
King's On Writing stands as one of 
the single greatest books that you 
could possible hope to find as an up- 
and-coming writer. Despite being 
one of the masters of the craft, he 
never talks down to the reader or 
treats you as though you're an idiot; 
he lays everything out as honestly as 
possible, which is really all that we 
can ask for. It's ultra- informative, ex- 
tremely easy to absorb, and more 
helpful than 99.9% of the books out 
there. If you're looking for some- 
thing to kick-start your skills, this is 
the book to pick up.
